RUSSIAN FAMINE RELIEF. 


LEAGUE COMMITTEE'S HOT. DEBATF. 
. : GENEva, September 29. 

. ‘The sixth committee af the League of Nations adopted a report pre- 
sented by M. Motta to the effect that if the governments fail to provide the 
necessary credits for famine relief in Rassis, the Lesgue will: not be 
answerable for the consequences.
